No. 1/92/M.L8G — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (3) of section 246 of the Ajmer-Merwara 
Municipalities Regulation, 1925 (VI of 1925), the Chief 
Commissioner, Ajmer, is pleased to confirm and publish 
the following byelaws framed by the Ajmer Municipality 
under clause (d) (iv) of section 245, read with section 245 
(s) of the said Regulation for the licensing and proper 
regulation of hotels, Serais, lodging houses and residential 
clubs and for the maintenance of registers for visitors and 
lodgers within the limits of the Ajmer Municipality : — 

1. In these bye-laws, “ Lodging house ’’ means and 
includes any serai, hotel Dharamshalas, big kitchens, 
boarding house, residential club, hostel, rest house or any 
other place where the visitors are received and provided 
with lodging and sleeping accommodation for payment. 

2. No person shall maintain any place as a lodging house 
as defined in byelaw 1(a) unless a licence for the same 
has been obtained from the licensing officer in form ‘ B ’ 
appended to these byelaws, 

3. Application for the grant of licence shall be made 
in writing in form ‘ A ’ appended to these byelaws to the 
licensing officer, only by the owner or incharge of the 
premises in respect of which the licence is required. 

4. The Medical Officer of Health shall be the licensing 
Officer for the purposes of these byelaws. 

5. The grant of licence under these byelaws shall be 
subject to the following conditions ; — 

(a) The licencee shall if so required by a written notice 
from the Medical Officer of Health take such alterations 
in the premises as will ensure that— 

(i) the minimum height of each living room shall not 
be less than : — 

1st storey ground floor — 10 ft. 

2nd storey 1st floor — 10 ft. 

3rd storey 2nd floor — 10 ft. 

(ii) the minimum superficial floor area of every such 
room shall not be less than 72 square ft. 


(iii) ventilation shall be provided for every such room 
by means of windows, gratings or other openings 
exclusive of doors having a combined area equal 
to not less than 1/lOth of the floor area of the 
room. 

(iv) the provision of proper sanitary conveniences shall 
be made according to the directions of the 
Medical Officer of Health and of the removal of 
discharges therefrom. 

Provided that nothing in this byelaw shall be con- 
sidered in any way to waive the requirements of any 
bye-laws for the regulation of buildings in general which 
may from time to time be in force in the Municipality. 

(b) The licencee shall provide sufficient and good 
quantity of drinking water, and if there is a well in his 
lodging house or in the precincts thereof he shall protect 
such a well against pollution in such manner as the 
Medical Officer of Health may direct and every year in 
October and more often if so required by him shall cause 
such well to be periodically cleaned to his satisfaction. 

(c) Every licencee shall keep his lodging house clean 
and in good repairs and shall employ such staff for con- 
servancy purposes as the Medical Officer of Health may 
direct and shall cause every room in his lodging house 
to be lime washed at least twice a year, and shall generally 
comply with every order of the Medical Officer of Health 
for the purpose of promoting the sanitation and cleanli- 
ness of the licenced premises. 

(d) The licencee shall allow the lodging of persons at 
the rate of 60 sq, ft. of floor area per head in the lodging 
house unless otherwise directed by the Medical Officer of 
Health. 

(e) Every licencee shall, as soon as it comes to his 
notice immediately report to the Medical Officer of Health 
the occurrence of any disease defined or notified as an 
infectious disease in the licenced premises and shall take 
measures to keep such persons isolated from other lodgers, 

(f) No licencee shall suffer the licenced premises to be 
occupied if he has good reason to believe that it has been 
occupied by a person suffering from any such disease 
until the premises or a part of it and every article therein 
likely to catch infection has been disinfected to the satis- 
faction of the Medical Officer of Health. 

(g) That every licencee under these byelaws shall 
employ only those persons who produce a certificate of 
fitness as regards their health from some competent 
authority. 

6. A fee of Rs. 2 shall be charged per licence per year. 

7. Every licence granted under these byelaws shall 
expire on the 31st March next following the date of issue 
of such licence. 

8. Applications for the renewals of licences shall be 
submitted to the Medical Officer of Health within one 
month from the date of expiry of such licences. 

9. The licencee shall not transfer, assign or sell the 
licenced premises to any other person without notifying 
the same to the licensing officer. 

10. The licence shall permit the Medical Officer of 
Health or any other officer duly authorised by the Com- 
mittee in this behalf to inspect licenced premises at any 
time without any previous notice and shall immediately 
comply with such orders as given by him regarding the 
maintaining of the licenced premises in a clean and 
healthy condition. 

11. The licencing officer may cancel or suspend the 
licence at any time on the breach of any of the conditions 
mentioned above. 

12. Any person aggrived by the o^der of the licensing 
authority in cancelling or suspending a licencee may 
appeal to the public health sub committee within 15 days 
from the date of the commun^tion of the order. 

13. Every such licencee shall keep and maintain a regis- 
ter in the form prescribed by the committee in which he 
shall record immediately on arrival and departure of any 
person who lodges in the lodging house in the following 
particulars ; — 

ON ARRIVAL 

(a) the name, father’s name or in the case of married 
woman, husband’s name of every such person. 

(b) Caste and occupation of such person. 

c) Date of arrival of such person. 

d) The place from which such person arrived. 

(e) His permanent address and profession or other 
means of livelihood. 

ON DEPARTURE 

(a) Date of departure of such person. 

(b) The place for which such person leaves. 

PENALTY 

14. In exercise of the powers conferred, by section 246 
(2) of the Ajmer-Merwara Municipalities Regulation 1925, 
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the Committee hereby directs that a breach of any of the 
provision of these byelaws shall be punishable with a fine 
which may extend to Rs. 50 and in case of a continuing 
breach, with a further fine which may extend to Rs. 5 for 
every day after the date of the first conviction during 
which the offender is proved to have persisted in the 
offence.
